OF PRODUCING BREAD TO FEFD BRITAIN. 

Montreal, Aug. 3—The statement is made“on good authority that 
the completed Grand Trunk Pacific, from the city of Winnipeg 
to Edmonton, is tributary to wheat lands capable of producing a 
little less than 300,000,000 bushels of wheat, or a good deal more 
than enough in itself without calling upon any other section of the 
great Canadian west to feed the British Isles in case of need. 

Before leaving for Ottawa E.J. Chamberlain, vice-president and 
general manager of the Grand Trunk Pacitic, was asked if he ever 
had made a calculation as to the percentage of the land on both 
sides of the new railway now approaching completion between the 
Alberta ‘and. Manitoba capitals, suitabie for wheat raising purposes. 
He said he had not, but Mr. Chamberlain was under the 
impression that 75 per cent. would be a conservative estimate. This 
suggested considerable figuring, the calculation being based on 
the president’s theory of 15 miles on each side of the road. In many 
eases, however, the G. T. F. will get the wheat from less than an 
area of 30 miles, and in many other cases the area will go a great 
deal beyond that figure. The distance from Winnipeg to Edmonton 
is 793 miles, but the estimate is made on an 0-mile basis, or 
upon a square mileage of 24,000, which represents 15,350,000 square 
actea of territory lying between these two points. 

All of this, hewever, will not produce wheat, so to satisfy Mr. 
Chamberlain's estimate, 25 per- cent, is deducted, leaving no leas 
than 11,520,000 acres which, at the reasonable estimate of 25 bushels 
per acre, will some day produce the tremendous crop of 288,000,000 
bushels of wheat

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MEXICO CITY BUILDINGS 
IN RUINS FROM QUAKE 


Reports of Damage to More Than 
2,000 Already Received—Will 
Have to be Torn Down—Cathe- 
dral and Palace Irriparable Dam- 
~ aged. 


Mexico City, Aug. 4.—The earth- 
quake damage in this city is much 
greater than was at first thought. 
The building -inspectots inave already 
made reports of damage to more than 
two thousand buildings, and yet a 
considerable part of the city has not 
been inspected.

Walls 
that had stood many previous earth- 
quakes were razed by the recent seis- 
mie disturbances.

« Ald. Armstrong Objects. 

Ald. Armstrong objected to the re- 
port ad commissioners on the 
ground fhat they had hronght in re- 
perts on streets not asked for, thus 
exceeding their instructiops. He held 
that "Namayo avenue and First street 
should be psved this year as the 
tracks are shortly to be laid on them 
and the extra expense of doing the 
paving after the> cars were running 
would more than balance the interest 
on the investment.

THE CAR AND THE FARMER. 

Montreal Herald:—-It is not clear 
aa yet, whether the coming of tne 
motor car is going to help or hinder 
the progress of the good roads move 
ment, The man with a.car wants the 
roads to be good, no doubt, and where 
he can he is willing to help. He will 
contribute, through his club, to the 
oiling of roads in or near the city, 
yut tar off he has to take what the 
humble horse-driving farmer gives 
him. The road may be good, or it 
may be bad, but ir he is to get the 
pleasure he sets out to have, there 
are some things he is bound to to 
which do not please the farmer. fe 
frightens the horses driven by the 
farmers’ wives and daughters. He 
filis the houses with dust. He spreads 
more of it over the lawn that ig the 
heart of the home in summer, If the 
day is wet he will plough such fur- 
rows through even a good road that 
the patient statute laborer despairs of 
getting it back into good condition. 
Always, in all this, he is a stranger 
an outlander, more or less an enemy, 
a troubler of other men’s peace, an 
undoer of the good done by others, 
a user where others pay, an object of 
terror, of jealousy, of detestation, as 
the case may be.

ROOSEVELT IN ACTION. 


Chicago Tribune:—For a piessing, 
instructive, thrilling, awe inspiring 
story of adventure and daring, doub- 
ly weleome in these peaceful July 
days when the assaults of the stand- 
patters on the White House produce 
the only lecal literature of brave 
deeds and astounding prowess, many 
thanks are due to the intrepid war 
correspondents assigned to accompany 
Col, Roosevelt. 

Things have not been all that they 
should in and about Naivasha and 
other parts of British East Africa 
where Col. Roosevelt is examining 
the flora and fauna. The home folks 
who have been following with expect 
ant interest the movements of their 
ex-President were beginning to fear 
that he was finding his trip disap- 
pointing in its lack of excitement. tt 
was not producing so many thrills as 
a bear hunt in the southern cane 
brake, and the wild beasts of Africa 
were getting a bad name. 

The intrepid war correspondents 
have remedied all this. They have 
given us the story of a fight which 
wes a fight. Nething in the annals 
of big game hunting approaches tne 
vervcious recital of Col. Roosevelt's 
hand to hand eneounter with a herd 
of twelve angry hippopotamuses n 
Lake Naivasha. We read breathless 
ly how he booted six furious, ‘!blood 
sweating behemoths of the holy writ” 
on the snout—they having the pur 
pose to bite the boat in two—wuile 
he shooed foyr others out from un 
der it—they having the purpose to 
upset it—the while shooting two ov 
ers, having carefully selected, with 
a fine eye to the dest points of the 
beasts, two of the most desirable of 
his antagonists, 

In order that no point of dramatic 
interest might be lost the war cor 
respondents permited Col. Rooseveéit 
to make this manly fight alone—sin 
fle handed against the behemoths 
which strove to climb in and. bite 
him. The two native boatmen ‘cow 
ered in the boat, certain of their 
doom, and shrieked loud prayers of 
supplication to their pagan gods.” 

The correspondents have done a 
good deed, They have restored to us 
the Roosevelt whom we used to know 
—the-man of action. They have 
made us feel that he is at home and 
having a good time. If they had been 
irresponsible persons they would 
have had him shoot all twelve of tne 
unreasonable irate beasts, A course 
working fabricator would have fallen 
into just that error, These writers 
of the Rooseveltiad give us a hero we 
can admire—a discriminating, calm, 
and judicious hero, unwilling to make 
the ignorant beasts vay more heavily 
than was just for their assault, weigh- 
Ing out the punisiment to fit. the 
crime, wielding a heavy boot, using 
a cool courage, and probably being 
considerate enough not to step on the 
feet of the shrieking natives as the y 
called on their Pagan gods and as 
he dashed from one point of danger 
to another in the boat,

THE LAND TAXES. 
Montreal Witness: It seems hardly 
likely that a Yoreeast made by a 
member of the Opposition in the Brit- 


ish Parliament, quoted by the Lon 
don correspondent of the New York 
Times, will be fulfilled He said 


that the Lords will reject the Finance 

Bill, then there will be a necting 
of the two Houses, when. the Opposi 
Non will probably agree to the with- 
drawal of the land taxes, and the 
bill will be allowed to pass He 
thought it impossible these negotia 
tions should end in failure. The 
only danger he foresaw was that 
fovernment supporters may quarre] 
with the ministry for dropping — the 
land taxes this year, in which ease 
the government may resign. Even 
now, he observed, as the land taxes 
will only bring in £500,000 this year, 
it is highly probable that the govern- 
ment will agree to send up the 
Finance Bill without them, This js 
the course the Opposition would like 
the ministry to take. A leading 
cabinet minister, whose views are 
given in the same despatch, makes a 
much more probable statement, see- 
ing that the budget — is carefully 
planned to create an issue between 
the people and the House that has 
in the interests of privilege been 
knifing all the government’s reform 
measures, He declares that the 
government does not propose to play 
into the hands of the Opposition, 
If the Lords throw out the bill, a 
conference of Lords und Commons 
will follow. Then the bill. will be 
sent up for a second time. Should 
the Lords again refuse to pass it, 
the Commons will adopt a set of re- 
solutions denying the right of the 
Heuse of Lords to interfere with a 
money bill, and go to the ¢ountry 
on that issue. 

As the tax on land values is the 
very kernel of the budget, and as 
the object of it, apart from raising 
Tevenue, is to distribute the land 
now held, largely out of use, by the 
gentry, the government could not 
withdraw it without surendering 
to the enemy its best war-horse, as 
well as disrupting the constitution by 
handing over to the House of Lords 
the exclusive right of the Commons 
to regulate taxation. The course 
outlined by the cabinet minister 
quoted challenges the Lords, as has 
been pointed out, with a baffling

COMPLAINT FROM BROSSEAU. 
Editor of Bulletin. 

Sir:—I shall feel grateful to you for 
space in your valuable paper in which 
to give to the general pudlie a know 
ledge of how the liquor license ordin 
ance of this province is being ad- 
ministered at the village o* Brosseau 
on the north bank of the Saskatche- 
wan river, 

Karly i: 1908 a hotel was erected 
at this place and preparatory to se- 
curing a license a number of shacks 
were built. These were soon occu- 
pied, a number of them by intending 
homesteaders. 

Application for a l'cense was dail 
before the commissioners at a meet 
ing held at Fort Saskatchewan in 
the latter part of May 1998. I per- 
zonally appeared before the commis 
sioners and objected to the granting 
of a license at tu-s point. The matter 
was deferred to an gdjourned meet 
ing at Brosseau on June 6th, and not 
withstanding only about one-half the 
residents required by law lived on 
the prescribed area, the commission 
ers granted the license. Not long 
afterwards, however, legal proceed- 
ings were begun against this license. 

They at last reached the highest 
court in Alberta, where last March 
(1909) the license was declared to 
have been illegally granted, | 

The bar, however, still 
open illegally selling liquor. 

Brosseau is one of the headquar- 
ters of the mounted police. Add to 
this that the license inspector paid 
several visits to this hotel with this 
illegal bar. Nothing was done by 
either consistent with the finding of 
the court. Nothing was done al 
though protests were mnde, no action 
wes taken against this illegal bar, « 
least declared so to be by the full 
bench of judges in Mdmonton, March 
last.

“The danger period for the crops is 
from August 15 to 22,” said a farmer 
to the Bulletin this morning. “Tf 
we escape a frost until after the 26th 
this year all will be well. Frost has 
searcely been known to come much 
before that time, but the first toueh 
of frost last yéar was on the night of 
August 19th, following a cay on Aug- 
ust 18 when the temperature was 85 
degrees.
